Resident Hall recycling drops

The amount of glass and 
aluminum that is collected 
from the resident halls 
dropped by nearly 50% from 
the spring to the fall semester, 
according to Leslie Lutz, 
assistant director’ of 








worked at the health center for 
15 years. 
"Tuesday we had kids lying 


on the floor in the hallway 
wrapped up in blankets.

The SSU recycling program 
was started in September of 
1990.

Some students, according to 
hooks, have the flu mixed with 
other things, like strep throat, 
and some cases could even 
escalate into pneumonia. 


Students who came to the 
health center complaining of 
Sickness have a variety of 
symptoms, leading the health 
center staff to believe that 
more than one type of flu is 
Spreading around campus. 
~ "We won't know for sure for 
another ten days, when we get 
the results on the culture tests 
back," said Hooks. 

Classes will not be canceled 
due to the flu outbreak, as 
there is no precedent for 
closing a public school due to 


the efforts of the students have 
since been declining. 

"It's really discouraging. 
When we first started. . .there 


was a tremendous amount of 
support. I'm feeling that there 
is an apathy, that it is not as big 
of a deal," he said.

Symptoms of influenza 
include elevated body 
temperature, sweating, chills, 


loss of energy, and bodily 


pains. 

An anonymous iecatnnad 
resident described his pains as 
feeling as though "Billions of 
needles are being stuck into 
my stomach and ribs." 

Once a person realizes he or 
she has the flu, getting plenty 
of rest, staying indoors, and 


drinking liquids are 
recommended. 
Additionally, cough 


medicine and Tylenol or 
aspirin are helpful to relieve 
discomfort.

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Bellavance 
reveals 
new plan

SSU President Thomas 
Bellavance revealed his 
alternate plan for appeal to the 
Board of Regents at a Faculty 
Forum meeting on Tuesday, 
Feb. 23. 

Bellavance's appeal is in 
response to the University of 
Maryland system's Board of 
Regents mandate demanding 
SSU cut $780,000 from its 
budget. 

These cuts suggested by 
the Regents include the 
elimination of five majors: 
French, Spanish, medical 
technology, chemistry and 
sociology, as well as the 
modification of the graduate 
nursing and teacher education 
programs. 

Bellavance said that SSU is 
asking for more in its appeal 
than any other school in the 
system. "We are asking to 
retain five of the six programs 
Originally selected for 
elimination. " 

Bellavance will ask the 
Regents to allow SSU to retain 


majors in Spanish, chemistry, 


medical technology, and 
sociology . 

Negotiations - are also 
continuing in the struggle for 
the graduate nursing program 
to retain control of its own 
administration. The Regents 
plan suggests it be run by 
University of Maryland at 
Baltimore. 

He said, "We have got to do 
something to save what we 
consider to be the essence of 
the university." 

Bellavance has offered five 
programs in lieu of the majors 
originally cited for elimination 
by the Regents. The alternate 
majors include French, social 
sciences, physical sciences, 
leisure studies and _ the 
master's degree in history. 

French, which was on the 
original list, will remain as a 
scaled down program, but 
eliminated as a _ major.

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Studies show hate crimes committed out of fear

New Haven, Conn. -- Hate 
crimes generally are 
committed by members of 
radical fringe groups who are 
spurred more by a sense of 
loss of control over their own 


lives than any perceived threat 
posed by "outsiders," a Yale 
University study said. 
Researchers from. the 
university's political science 
and psychology departments 
are studying the causes of 
bias-motivated crimes,

Courses would be offered at

Services provided by this office 
will become the responsibility 
of the school deans. 


including factors such as 
economic hardship, types of 
crimes, the groups that are 
being victimized and the role 
of the Ku Klux Klan and other 
right-wing groups in these 
activities. 

The study focused on 480 
incidents against African 
Americans, Jews, gays and 
Asian Americans that took 
place between 1987 and 1991 in 
North Carolina, New Jersey, 
Arkansas and several states in 
the Northwest, as well as some 
municipalities. 

The data gathered so far 


the supposed economic 
hardship they bring,” he said. 
"Yet there is nothing in our 
research that supports this 
theory. Times don't have to be 
hard for the violence to come 
to the surface. I think a far 
more important motivator is 
fear of outgroups, fear of loss 
of control, and the presence of 
easy targets to lash out 
against." 

The most widespread form of 
hate crime is verbal abuse, 
although physical assaults are 
common. Events such as 
"Dress Like a Nigger Day" at a 


Carolina, one of the key 
research areas, the study said. 

Certain regions tend to 
specialize in victims and 
crimes, but there is no 
correlation between these 
regions’ economic standards 
and those of their neighbors. 
"You get specialized, 
idiosyncratic hate in small 
groups,” Green said. "One 
fringe group will have their list 
of outsiders who they prefer — 
such as_ grafitti or 
cross-burning.” 

Green said documentation 
on hate crimes in the United 
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Shaw. 

Shaw does want to stress 
that the program was started 
for the students, the university 
does not make a profit from 
the recyclables. 

He said, "A lot of students 
expressed concern that they 
don't appreciate the school 
making money. We only make 
money for aluminum, but that 
doesn't shadow the cost for tin, 
glass and paper." 

The recycling program 
currently pays a contractor to 
haul away the materials 
collected from SSU. 
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Shaw said, "A few other 
universities from up and down 
the coast have even come to 
see our program in order to 
implement their own. It feels 
good to have people think we 
have an ideal program." 

However, Shaw and the other 
students that help with the 
program are still working to 
improve student involvement. 
According to Shaw SSU is 
"adding new things every 
year." 

Currently, SSU_ recycles 
brown, clear and green glass, 
aluminum, plastic bottles,

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find a place to recycle pressed 
cardboard," which includes 
cereal boxes and soda cases. 

To make the process of 
recycling simple for the 
students, special cans are 
placed in every resident's 
room so that the trash and 
recyclables can be separated. 

If any student has an idea 
about how to improve or 
change the program to 
increase its effectiveness 
Shaw encourages them to 
share their opinions, 

He said, "We are open to 
suggestions. Any ideas that we 
get we take very seriously.” 
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The students employed by the recycling program haul 
away 50% less glass and aluminum from resident halls.

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Campus judicial systems face date rape dilemma

A college student is accused 
of rape, found guilty of the 
crime by a campus judicial 
committee and sentenced to 
100 hours of community 
service. His accuser and the 
university are convinced of his 
guilt, but he maintains. his 


innocence. What is his 
recourse? 

In January, Mark Mazour, a 
21-year-old architectural 


engineering student, decided 
to sue Kansas State University 
on the grounds that his 
constitutional rights were 
violated. 

The case illustrates the 
tenuous position of university 
judicial systems when dealing 
with the explosive issue of date 
rape, a crime that can bring a 
seven- to 10-year prison 
sentence in the criminal 
justice system. 

Mazour, who was accused 
last fall of rape and aggravated 
sodomy by a female student, 
contends that the university's 
authority, and the university 
denied him due process in the 
judicial proceeding. | 

Criminal charges against 
Mazour, like many similar 
date rape charges, were 
dismissed for lack of evidence. 
And Mazour said he was not 
allowed to subpoena or 
question witnesses during a 
campus investigation, nor was 
he allowed to be present when 
witnesses were called. 

"Mazour is still on the 
Kansas State campus,” said 
John Fairman, assistant vice 
president for university 
relations at KSU. 

In many cases, if the date 
rape victim presses formal 
charges, there is a 
Simultaneous’ criminal 
proceeding going on at the 


Same time of the campus 
proceedings, often taking 
months to go to trial. 
However, criminal 
prosecutors are sometimes 


hesitant to prosecute date rape — 


cases because the parties 
knew each other before the 
alleged: incident, and there is 
usually a lack of evidence. 
Assessment of guilt or 
innocence comes down to a 
question of who is the more 
credible witness. 

Students who are accused of 
rape argue that a campus 
judicial system can ignore their 
constitutional rights by 
allowing a single individual or 
board the power to be 
prosecutor, judge and jury. 
And educators are concerned 
that campuses are making 
themselves vulnerable to 
lawsuits by bungling the 
processing of rape cases or 
failing to protect the victims. 

And there also are those who 
Say campus justice isn't tough 
enough on rapists. 

Carol Bohmer, sociology 
professor at the University of 
Pittsburgh, and author of "The 
Campus Rape Crisis," said 
schools need to have clearly 
written codes of conduct that 
include a punishment of 
expulsion in the case of 
forcible sexual contact. 

"Often the punishment 
doesn't fit the crime," Bohmer 
said. "If rapists were in the 
criminal justice system, they 
would be imprisoned, but 
judicial committees give them 
community service, probation 
and minor things. 


"Everything depends on how — 


seriously the crime is taken by 
the university," Bohmer said. 
"It is difficult for people to 
treat this seriously, because 
there is a widely held attitude 
that, on a date, it is not rape." 
Bohmer- noted _ that 
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universities can protect 
themselves from lawsuits by 
meticulously following 
procedures and _ having 
supportive attorneys on staff. 

"If the university doesn't 
have decent procedures, and 
doesn't follow their own. 
procedures, they will be at 
risk," Bohmer said. "Often 
they are bending...to protect 
the rights of the accused, and 
ignore the rights of the victim." 

A university has a higher 
standard to live up to than the 
criminal courts because they 
are educating citizens, Bohmer 
noted. 

"In a traditional way, we are 
to teach people how to behave. 
I don't think college judicial 
systems should think of 
themselves as watered-down 
criminal courts,” she said. 

No two college judicial 
systems are the same, so there 
is no uniform procedure for 
the handling of date rape 
cases. However, campus 
judicial panels often serve up a 
swifter style of justice than the 
criminal courts. 

"You could be thrown off 
campus in a matter of weeks," 
said Raymond Schiflett, 
student legal adviser at 
Southwest Texas State 
University. "And if you are ina 
big city like Miami or Houston, 
it could take two years before 
you go to trial. The university 
can't afford to wait two years." 

At. Southwest Texas State 
University, the rape suspect 
meets with his accuser in the 
offices of the student justice 
director, who questions both 
parties about the incident. 

Some attorneys advise their 
clients to accept the university 
penalty, which may include 
expulsion, and not to talk too 
much at the judicial hearing, 
because if the proceedings are 
recorded, the tape could be 
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subpoenaed and used against 
them in criminal court. 

The alleged rapist may 
appeal to a board, said 
Schiflett, and at some 
universities, they can appeal to 
the president of the institution. 

Since Congress passed the 
Campus Sexual Assault 


Victims Bill of Rights in 1992, 


universities are required to 
notify the accused and the 
accuser of the results of the 
judicial hearing. 

Historically, a woman who 
filed a rape complaint through 
the campus judicial system 
would not be notified by the 
university as to the outcome of 
the proceedings. 

"The woman would have no 


idea if the guy was found 


guilty, fined, penalized, 
whether he was still on campus 
or what,” said Michael 
Hiestand, an attorney with the 
Student Press Law Center. 

“Whether or not the public 
has access to these hearings 
depends entirely on the state's 
open meetings law," Hiestand 
said, noting that campus 
newspapers often have to 
approach the two parties 
involved to get a story. 

Kristine Collem, director of 
Student legal services at 
Bemidji State University in 
Minnesota, said that after 


Sitting through some of her 


school's judicial hearings on 
date rape, it was hard to say 
who the victim was. 

"The justice system is just 
not prepared to sit through, ‘he 
said, she said," Collem said. "I 
feel sorry for both parties. 
They both get creamed in the 
process." 

At Bemidji, both parties are 
allowed to have an advocate 
Present, but that advocate 
cannot speak for the accuser 
or the accused during the 
hearing. Some universities,
